NEW HEAD TAKES CHARGE JAN, 1. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.~—[Specia!.]— 
It was officially announced today that Henry 
C. Payne of Milwaukee would succeed 
Charles Emory Smith as Postmaster Gen- 


| eral, this being the first change in the Cab- 


inet since the death of President McKinley. 
Mr. Payne was appointed to the place a 
week ago last Saturday, and he probably will 
undertake the duties of his new position the 
first week in January. 

The retirement of Postmaster General 
Smith was not requested by President Roose- 
velt and was not even precipitated by the 
death of President McKinley. On the con- 
trary, Mr. Smith decided nearly a year ago 
to leave the Cabinet of President McKinley, 
and last spring he announced that he was 
determined to go. 


Staid at McKinley’s Request. fe 

Mr. Smith remained during the summer 
at the personal solicitation of President Mc- 
Kinley so as ‘to make a beginning of the 
great work of reforming the second-class 
mail service. He had expected to resume 
his editorial duties early this fall, and would 
at Buffalo. He consented to remain, 
| other 
the good effect upon the country. 

Mr. Payne was decided tipon for the place 
some time ago, but was formally notified of 
his appointment only at the time of his visit 
here during the first week of the Congres- 
sional session. He would have been asked 
to take the place at the opning of Congress, 
but was unable to arrapge his his affairs in 
Milwaukee. 

In response ‘to the urgent request of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Postmaster ‘General Smith 
consented to remain until January, when he 
will resume his position as editor of the 
Philadelphia Press. 


Smith’s Letter of Resignation. 

Postmaster General Smith’s letter of res- 
ignation is as follows: 

„My Dear Mr. President: Following my 
verbal communication of some time ago, I 
beg to tender my resignation of the office of 
Postmaster General, to take effect at your 
early convenience on the appointment and 
qualification of my successor, 

This step is taken in fulfillment of a plan 
long since formed, for purely personal rea- 
sons, the execution of which has been de- 
layed until it could be carried out without 
embarrassing your declared policy, and until 
department measures in which I am deepiy 
interested could be Satisfactorily advanced 
and assured. 

“In laying down the trust committed to 
my hands I want to thank you most sincere- 
ly for the confidence you have reposed in me 
and for the great pleasure I have found in 
an association which has deepened my es- 
teem for you personally and my admiration 
for the spirit and aims of your administra- 
tion. CHARLES Emory Smiru.” 

Choice Not a Surprise. 
Mr. Payne’s appointment of Postmaster 
General created no surprise because his 
close relations with President Roosevelt have 
been understood. 

The greatest interest, however, has been 
manifested in the retirement of the first one 
of President McKinley’s official family from 
the Cabinet owing to the belief that this will 
inevitably loud to other changes in the near 


future. 


Rumor has been busy with the name ot 
Secretary Hay for a considerable length of 
time, and the New York story was started to 
the effect that Mr. Hay would be succeeded 
by or exchange places with Ambassador 
Choate. It was learned tonight upon the 
authority of a close friend of the President 
that Mr: Choate would go back to London and 
that the indications were that Mr. Hay 
would stay in the Cabinet, at least for the 


present. 


y Expected to Remain. 

This does not harmonize with the current 
belief at all, for it has been generally under- 
stood that the Secretary of State was some- 
what tired of his work, which had kept him 
to his desk so closely that it had come be- 
tween him and his grief for his son. It has 
been supposed that the Secretary of State 
his brilliant diplomatic success, 
by means of which he has negotiated 
a treaty between two countries after 
a previous attempt had completely 
failed, would natually feel inclined to rest 


| on his laurels and be relieved of the burdens 


ot office. While this belief is so general, it 
must nevertheless be noticed that the Presi- 
dent’s friends say no change is immediately 
contemplated, either by the President or by 
Mr. Hay himself. 


Uncertainty About Others, 

There is much less positiveness in dis- 
cussing the probable tenure of office of other 
members of the Cabinet. It is asserted with 
great positiveness that Secreary Root will 
certainly remain in the Cabinet and that in 
case of a change in the State department 
he would take that place and thus become 
first in the Hine of succession to the Presi- 
dency.

Was a Dashing Officer. 
Commandant Kritzinger has been repeat- 
edly referred to in dispatches from south 
Africa as being. hotly pursned, cornered, or 
crushed up against the Orange River in 
flood. But he always succeeded in escaping. 
Once no fewer than seven British columns 


were in pursuit ot him and drove him towards 


the Orange River, which was then unforda- 
ble. But when the British thought they had 
him caught they discovered that he was fifty 


after having divided bis into two 
sections. 

The capture of Commandant Kritzinger, 
who has been styled the De Wet of Cape 
Colony,“ is regarded as important. He has 
been a troublesome ahd energetic invader of 
Cape Colony,.and is credited with more bar- 
barities than any other commandant except 
Scheipers. In a recent proclamation he called 
himself the chief commandant of eet Col- 
ony. 


Renewed Rumors of n 

During the last few days most persistent 
reports emanating both from south Africa 
and from Boer headquarters in Europe of 
an approaching er in south African 
affairs have been current. It is alleged that 
Mr. Kruger will abandon his demand for 
independence and that the Boer leaders in 
the field are inclined to cease fighting and 
seek the best terms obtainable. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from Heidel- 
berg, south Africa, says that the feeling 
there is that the war will be over in two 
months. A number of Boer prisoners say 
that hostilities will cease on Dec. 22. This 
ig taken to indicate that the meeting of the 
Boer leaders to discuss the situation, which 
was called for Dec, 15, has been adjourned 
for a week, when a final decision will be 
reached.

GALATI AND GREW SAFE 


BARGE. FOUND AFTER. THREE 
DAYS AND TOWED TO CHICAGO. | 


Drifts on the Lake at*the Mercy of the 
Wind and Waves, Its Deck and Car- 
go Covered with Iée—Captain Ger- 
main Tells of His Experience—Some 
t the Men Frostbitten, but No Se- 
rious Injury Resulted—Plenty of 
Provisions on Board. 


The 3 Galatea, which has been drift- 
ing helplessly about Lake Michigan since 
Saturday night at the mercy of wind and 
waves, was found yesterday by the steamer 
Santa Maria, which had been dispatched in 
search of the vessel, and towed into Chicago 
River last night. It was picked up thirty-five 
miles off Racine, 

Ice a foot thick covered the sides of the 
Galatea’ and the deckload of lumber, and 
the crew of seven men told of experiences 
with winter weather which fall to the lot of 
but few lake sailors. All on board had 
escaped serious injury in spite of their ex- 
posure, but several had been frost-bitten 
while facing the freezing winds with the 
thermometer below zero. 

Captain's Story of Trip. 
The Santa Maria and the Galatea reached 
2 at 10 o'clock. The barge was tied up 
the night at the end of the north pier, 
and Captain Germain had his first chance 
to tell his experiences. 

We broke adrift from the steamer 8. 8. 
Wilhelm at 5:30 o’clock on Saturday even- 
ing, he said. ‘ The fog Was so thick we 
could see nothing. We had not seen the 
steamer but twice since leaving Manistique, 
where wé loaded, and we had no way of 
notifying its crew of our plight. | 

We drifted before the northwest wind all 
night and Sunday the breeze went to the 
westward and this made matters worse. We 
were then in the middle of the lake and 
every hour we were being driven farther 
toward the east shore, which sailors dread 
in winter. I knew therg was poor anchorage 
there, and that should the west wind hold 
and increase we were likely to go ashore. 


Hoists Flag as Signal. 
Sunday nicht the wind shifted to the 
south and with. what little sail we could get 
I-tried to get back to the west shore again, 
but could not make much way. Knowing 
that searching parties probably were out 
after us,

The students of history now wish to turn 
from. eloquence as exhibited in historical 
writing to recitals of fact, and they leave 
Macaulay for other authors. We have no 
learned scholastic communities in this coun- 
try, but there is a peculiar bond of fellows 
ship that exists between professors in his- 
tory in all parts of the country.” ‘ 


President Harper Outlines Plans. 

President Harper's statement touched 
upon many phases of the life of the univer- 
sity.

berships Forfeited Have Cash Value 
ef $2,800 Each — Closing of Firm’s 
Trades May Cause Flurry in Market. 


Arthur R. Jones of A. R. Jones & Co., grain 
commission merchants and stock brokers, 
with offices at 226 La Salle street, was ex- 
pelled from membership in the Board of 
Trade by the directors of that body last 
night on charges of uncommercial conduct 
and bucket-shopping. 

Michael J. Ryan, secretary of A. R. Jones 
& Co., and principal broker for the company 


on the Board of Trade floor, was also ex- 


pelled. L. C. Geahart, another member, was 
suspended for sixty days for uncommercia! 
conduct in attempting to secure Board of 
Trade quotations fora branch office occupied 
jointly with an alleged bucket-shop. 

The directors were in session over six 
hours. The penalties in the cases of Jones 
and Ryan were the heaviest inflicted for 
over a year. They involve the absolute loss 
of memberships worth $2,800 each at current 
quotations and the breaking up of a large 
business beside which the loss of the mem- 


~berships ts a trifle. 


Firm Under Suspicion. 

The firm had been under suspicion by the 
directory of bucket-shopping some of its 
trades, but no positive evidence had been 
obtainable, and the company’s-undoing was 
due in part to another transaction which 
bad no suspicion of bucket-shopping. 

C. P. Emerson of Cedar Rapids, auditor 
of the Burlington, Cedar Rapids and North- 
ern railroad, speculated in corn and oats 
through the firm in 1899 in joint account 
with Isaac Tucker. Emerson wound up 
owing A. R. Jones & Co. $1,400, according 


to their books, though he disputed the claim. 


Later he opened an account for his son-in- 


law, J. V. East, and made $3,700. In making 


final settlement A. R. Jones & Co., learning 
that Emerson was East's agent, held out 
the $1,400. 
Emerson brought suit in Cedar Rapids to 
recover the amount, but withdrew the suit 
on the offer of the defendants to arbitrate 
the matter. Afterwards A. R. Jones & Co. 
refused to arbitrate, claiming that certain 
necessary conditions had not been fulfilled.

SHIPS CCLLIDE: ONE SINKS. 


British Steamship, Badly Damaged, Ar- 
rives at Boston with Crew of 
Vessel. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 17.—The British steam- 
ship Isle of Kent of Newcastle, England, 
from Savannah for Bremen, put in here 
today with its bows crushed in and stem 
battered. It brought the entire crew of 
the Spanish steamer Amesti, bound from 
Bilbao, Spain, for Philadelphia, the latter 
vessel having sunk half an hour after a col- 
lilsion with the Isle of Kent on Saturday 
when about 328 miles east of Cape Cod.

The isle of Kent was loaded with cotton 
trom Savannah for Bremen. The Amesti 
sailed from Bilbao on Nov. 25 with a cargo 
of iron ore for Philadelphia.

position for generations, with the possible 
exception of Mr. James of New York. Mr. 
Payne was postmaster at Milwaukee for ten 
years, serving under Grant, Hayes, Garfle. d. 
Arthur, and Cleveland, In that period, from 
1876 to 1886, he had ampie opportunity to 
learn thoroughly the business of the Post- 
office de tment. He goes into the office 
thoroughly equipped from a civil service 
point of view and besides that has always 
been an active political manager. 

For twenty years or so he has been a mem- 
ber of the Republican National committee 
and during each campaign served in an ex- 
ecutive capacity, so his acquaintance with 
public men is extraordinarily large. Great 
stress is laid on the fact also that Mr. Payne 
has developed great executive capacity as 
the President of the Milwaukee Electric rail- 
road, Ught companies, and telephone com- 
parties. Mr. Payne was selected for the 
same position, it is said, in Mr. McKinley’s 
first Cabinet, but was not appointed be- 
cause of various labor troubles in Milwau- 
kee which happened to be acute at that 
time. 

Always a Friend of Roosevelt. 

In the National committee the relations of 
Mr. Payne, the vice chairman, to Colonel 
Roosevelt were of the most intimate char- 
acter. He arranged all the details for the 
great railroad trip of the Rough Rider can- 
didate, and thus was brought into constant 
communication with the candidate for Vice 
President. These relations have ripened 
steadily... 

Mr. and Mrs. Payne have heretofore en- 
tertained President and Mrs. Roosevelt at 
their own home in Milwaukee, and one of 
the first informal dinners given by the Presi- 
dent after his advent to the White House 
was to this couple, who are destined to be 
among the leaders. of the brilliant adminis- 
tration now in its first season: 

Mrs. Payne a Social Leader. 

Mrs. Payne was Lydia Wood Van Dyke, a 
descendant of one of the Knickerbockers. 
She is a member of the Society of Descend- 
ants of Colonial Governors. Hendrich Van 
Dyke came to New Amsterdam as Attorney 
General with Peter Stuyvesant in 1646. Mrs. 
Payne is also a prominent member of the 
Coionial Dames, the Huguenot society, and 
the Daughters of the American Revolution. 

e was a delegate to the seventh conti- 
nental congress of this society four years 
ago, and has been a frequent guest of Sen- 
ator and Mrs. Spooner in this city on other 
occasions. 

Mr. and Mrs. Payne were married at Mount 
Holly, N. J., and immediately thereafter 
moved to Wisconsin, where the Payne home 
on Astor stfeet, Milwaukee, soon became the 
center of social gayeties of that city: Mrs.

Mr. Payne explained that the commission 
also had deemed it wise to continue a portion 
of the old Spanish export tax on hemp, 
sugar, and tobacco, owing to the difficulty of 
levying and collecting a land tax.

POSTPONE ELECTION DAY. 


Administration Declares That the Re- 
quest of the Friends of Gen, Maso 
for a Delay in Setting the Presi- 
dential Contest Is an Invitation to 
the United States to Continue Occn- 
pation and Interfere with the Es- 
tablishment of a Republic. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—[Special.]— 
The United States will not interfere in the 
Cuban elections in any way.

England because of the hostility of the 
Anglo-American Cable company. The gov-

American Cable company, who claimed that 
the government should not identify itself 
with either party. The officials decided that 
the scientific aspect of the Marconi plan war- 
ranted their recognizing him. 


Indignation Against Company. 
There is a widespread and growing feel- 


ing of indgination here over the Anglo- | 


American Telegraph company’s attitude 
toward Marconi. The view taken by the 
public is that the company, seeing that only 
two years of its monopoly remain, should 
not prevent the colony from enjoying the 
benefits of the new invention, especially as 
it may take that period to perfect the Mar- 
conti system. 

The Anglo-American company’s position 
appears to be that it is taki action to pro- 
tect its legal rights. It offe no objection, 
it is argued, while the Marcont experiments 
were applied merely to reducing the num 
ber of wrecks, saving life at sea, or assist- 
anee in navigation by making ocean signal- 
ing possible.
